The task force, financed with a 
$500,000. federal grant, will have 
more money to investigate drug 
trafficking, and is expected to 
eliminate jealousy and jurisdica- 
tional disputes, according to 
McCleary.

Firefighter slain in dispute 
over woman; husband charged

More than 200 mourners, 
including relatives and colleagues 
of a Columbus firefighter, who 
died July 16, following a gunshot 
wound to the head, gathered 
Tuesday, July 21 and paid their 
last respect at Rehoboth Temple, 
1111 E. Long St. 

Reginald Anthony (Tony), 31, 
of 993 Franklin Ave., was pro- 
nounced dead about 8:30 p.m. in 
St. Anthony Medical Center. 

Anthony was a graduate of East 
High School and Columbus 
Technical Institute. 

Columbus police said Anthony, 
a firefighter for 8 years was off- 
duty when he was shot in the head 
Wednesday, July 15 outside 
Joseph Valentine's house, at 2358 
Century Dr. 

Police said the shooting fol- 
lowed a dispute over Valentine's 
wife. 


-~-“Hothicide Sgt. John Cherubini 


said Anthony was shot as he sat in 
his car across from Yalentine’s 
house about 6:30 p.m. Cherubini 
said he (Anthony) had apparently 
gone to the residence to see Valen- 
tine’s wife, who is divorcing 
Valentine. 

Sgt. Cherubini said when 
Anthony went to the house, he 
and Valentine, 30, got into a fight, 
and Valentine ordered Anthony 
to leave. 


Eyewitnesses told_police that 
Anthony was putting his seat belt 
on when Valentine fired a pistol 
into the car, striking Anthony in 
the head. 

Anthony, who had been at- 
tached to a life-support system 
since the shooting Wednesday, 
died Thursday, police said. 

Accogding to court records, 
Valentine has been charged with 
murder in the slaying of Anthony. 
He was bound over July-18 to the

Child care is a topic of discus- 
sion nationally and locally, which 
is why a team of experts were 
brought together to take a good 
objective look at child care in 
greater Columbus. 

The report published by Action 


for Children in January of this 
year used a sample of 500 house- 
holds with children ages 12 and 
under, in telephone interviews. 
The 500 households contained 895 
children. » 

The results stated that 35 per- 
cent of households with children 
in Franklin County used home- 
based care, 13 percent utilize a 
full-day care center, 15 pecent 
percent use self care, 9 percent use 
older brothers or sisters to care for 
younger children and 12 percent 
use half-day programs. These fig- 
ures show a staggering projection 
of 13,000 children being left home 
alone for over 1 hour at age 12 and 
under, while parents work. 

Part of the survey asked parents 
what is the youngest age approp- 
riate for leaving children alone. 48 
percent said 12 and older was an 
appropriate age, with the next

with 27 percent. Although some 
respondents suggested lower ages, 
as young as eight, most parents 
said they never leave children 
under 12 to care for themselves. 

While there are many child care 
options available, single parents 
and lower income families 
reported more child care prob- 
lems. 52 percent of low income 
families do not feel well informed 
about child care services com- 
pared to 39 percent of the total 
population: Income also was 
stated as a part of the problem 
which limits. these parents’ child 
care options. 18 percent of work- 
ing singles changed their child 
care arrangements because of the 
expense. 

Child care experts guiding this 
study included: C. Ray Williams, 
Ph.D., Ohio State, Charles Wal- 
lace, Director, Columbus Child 
Care Center, and Helen Cain 
Sheppard, Ohio Department of 


Mental Health. These committee 
members along with other com- 
mittee members: Judy Fountain, 
Alice Johnson, David Julian, and 
Wiliam Loudman made the fol- 
lowing suggestions:

OUR OPINION 


The lawless White House 


After former National Security Council staffer Lt. Col. Oliver. North fin- 
ished his tale of price-gouging, lying, and private-enterprise foreign policy 
making in the White. House, Cong. Louis Stokes of Cleveland gave his 
assessment. 

“It has been ugly,” Stokes said. “In fact, it has been more than ugly. It has 
been chilling and in fact frightening.” Stokes continued that the sordid story 
“js a prescription for anarchy in a democratic society.” 

ANARCHY: The rule of lawlessness. After all we have seen of the Irangate 
hearings—-indeed, after all we have seen of the past six years of the Reagan 
administration--this would be an/apt description of the administration as a 
whole. This has been a lawless White House. 

Its lawlessness has been demonstrated on several levels. It is the lawlessness 
of disrespect for the rule of law, as has been demonstrated in Irangate. It is 
ideology and personal sentiment overriding sound judgment and the firm 
mandates of law. 

It is the lawlessness of the subversion of law. IT 1S SEEN IN THE Reagan 
administration's refusal, as Nixon did, to spend money for programs it does- 
not like. It is the administration’s lax enforcement of other ‘aws, such as the 
civil rights laws, with which it does not agree. Indeed, it cin be seen in the 
appointment of men and women to enforce various laws—-w 1ether civil rights 
or legal services for the poor or environmental protection--v hose stated views 
are in opposition to the purpose of the laws they must enfcrce. 

And, it is in the corruption of law. The Reagan administration has been the 
most deeply corrupted one since Harding in the 1920s. Two key former 
presidential advisors are among many who have been indicted, Several have 
resigned after being accused and/or convicted of sins committed before and 
during their White House tenure. The nation’s chief legal officer, who should 
be as pure as Caesar's wife, has been the subject of three special prosecutors’ 
investigations, all for financial conflicts of interest with pals for whom he may 
have granted special favors. In all, more than 100 Reagan administration 
officials have been clouded by criminal investigations and allegations of 
impropriety.

The state's loan and bonding programs can be expanded, so 
they can help more minority businesses. In addition, the state can begin to look 
-at expanding the state’s law which permitted the five state pension systems, 
with assets of more than $25 billion, to expand some of their assets to put a 
stake into Ohio-based companies. While this legislation has been used to 
‘provide equity financing for several companies, none of these companies, to 
‘our knowledge, has been minority-owned. This program could be a boon for 
minority business expansion in the state. 
« We are proud that Ohio is a leader in this area. Yet we are also convinced 
* that more can be done. If Black people are to be advanced, much of the work of 
hat advancement will be accomplished through the assistance of Black busi- 
nesses. Legislators, state officials and the governor himself must commit to an 
even greater expansion of assistance to minority business to ensure that the 
progress this state has made will be maintained.

Traffic had been traveling 
through these streets for 
over forty years and during 
the 1970's, the City of 
Shaker Heights decided it 
was time to close these 
streets, and erect a wall. 


During the founding of 
this country certain rights 
were established allowirf all 
free men to enjoy the right of 
travel, to and from various 
locations within the Union. 
Is there freedom of travel 
into Shaker Heights now? 


The Supreme Court of 
Ohio has overturned two 
lower courts and ruled that 
the City of Shaker Heights 


can close what was once an 


open thoroughfare for the 


purpose of diverting traffic 
around a community. East 


173rd Street and East 177th 


Street at Invermere Avenue 


and also at Scottsdale 
Avenue in Shaker Heights 
were barricaded.

Ptimn. Riley sued for 2 mill

YOUNGSTOWN-The execu- 
tor for the estate of J J. 
Bucik of Wilbur Street has filed a 
$2 million lawsuit against the City 
of Youngstown and police officer 
Langdon Riley. Officer Riley was 
the driver of an unmarked police 
cruiser which struck and killed 
Bucik last May 15 on Interstate 
680, the Youngstown freeway. 

Riley, who was the traffic acci- 
dent investigator on call that eve- 
ning, was responding to the scene 
of the accident on the freeway. 
Bucik had stopped his car, crossed 
a barrier in the center of the free- 
way, and assisted in comforting 
the victims of the accident. 

While returning to his car from 
the accident scene, Mr. Bucik lost 


the 3-foot-high barrier in the 
median and fell into the path of 
the cruiser. He was then'75 years 
old. Witnesses at the scene told 
police that Bucik appeared to lose 
his balance due to the windstream 
from a passing tractor trailer. An 
investigation termed the accident 
which resulted in Bucik’s death 
“unavoidable.” 

Executor Doris Ponzi, through 
her attorney, Matthew T. Fekete, 
is claiming that the City of 
Youngstown and Officer Riley 
were negligent in the death of Mr. 
Bucik. The suit claims that Officer 
Riley was “willfully, wantonly, 
and in reckless disregard for the 
public “safety” and “driving under 
the influence of alcohol while on 
duty” when the accident which 
resulted in Mr. Bucik’s death 
occurred. 


Officer Riley received a four- 


week suspension from duty in 
June for violating department 
rules on conduct unbecoming an 
officer. Riley admitted to consum- 
ing two or more wine coolers dur- 
Bucik was struck. The Breatha- 
lyzer Test administered to Officer 
Riley showed a reading of 0.125. 
A reading of 0.10 is the limit set by 
the state. The test was not admin- 


dent.” Attorney Engler said the 
city will deny any liability to the 
estate. :

Participation of minority, women 
sought in international exposition 


A nationwide campaign to 
increase the participation of 
minority and women-owned firms 
in this year’s International Public 
Transit Exposition is being 
funded by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation, Urban Mass 
(Transportation Administration 
(UMTA). 

This federal program is making 
available discounts up to 50 per 
cent on exhibit space; giving tech- 
nical assistance on network 
strategies, and providing work- 
shops on marketing services and 
products for minority and female 
entrepreneurs who agree to 
exhibit at the exposition, which is 
being sponsored by the American 
Public Transit Association 
(APTA) and will be held in San 
Francisco from Sept. 26 to Oct. 1. 

Considered North America's 
largest and most influential transit 
association, APTA has a mem- 
bership which includes some 850 
bus and rapid transit systems and 
another 355 private companies 
involved in providing services and 
equipment to the systems. The 
association holds an international 
exposition every three years, and 
the 1987 event is expected to draw 
some 12,000 transit system man- 
agers and policymakers. 

The move to increase minority 
participation is being directed by 
UMTA's Office of Civil Rights, 
which has a responsibility to 
insure that disadvantaged / 
women-owned business enter- 
prises receive the maximum 
opportunity possible to compete 
for and to participate in all 
UMTA-funded contracts and 
procurements. 

Ina recent interview, Robert G. 
Owens, director of the office, 
observed that the transit exposi- 
tion would be “an excellent 
opportunity for minority busi- 
nesses to showcase their wares and 
to interact with those important 
contractors who may be future 
customers.” 

Owens said the basic objective 
of the agency's human resources 
program was to provide avenues 
of opportunities for minorities 
and women into the mass transit 
industry. 

“We attempt to take them step 
by step through the operations of 
a transit system, emphasizing the 
opportunities in the provision of 
services, equipment and technical 
assistance,” Owens explained. 


“We also fund efforts to increase 
the employment of minorities in 


public ‘transportation, We have 
programs ranging from caréer 
development to basic training in 
automotive maintenance skills. 
We also conduct a highly success- 
ful summer intern program.” 
With grant funds from UMTA, 
the Regional Transit Association 
of the Bay Area in California is 
employing a Black-owned 
women’s firm, Mason Tillman 
Associates. Ltd.. to assist in the 
effort to increase minority parti- 
cipation at the transit exposition. 
The firm, which is based in Berke- 
ley, California, is providing tech- 
nical assistance to entrepreneurs 
on marketing strategies and effec- 
tive sales techniques.

choice deadline 


The Columbus Board of Educa- 
tion, bowing to concerns that a 
“lame-duck” board would be 
making a choice binding upon its 
successors, has revised its timeta- 
ble for picking a replacement for 
departing school superintendent 
Dr. James Hyre. 

According to Board President 
Robert Weiler, the board has 
pushed back its decision date to 
Jan. 15, 1988. The board had orig- 
inally hoped to pick the superin- 
tendent this year. 

However, several school board 
candidates, and The CALL & 
POST, had urged the school 
board to hold off on a decision 
until the new school board was 
elected. Five of the seven board 
seats are up for election, including 
four incumbents and the open seat 
of eight-year member Gary Hol- 
land, who is not sceking 
re-election. 


The board is now developing 
criteria for the selection of the 
superintendent. based on the 
criteria used to hire Dr. Hyre in 
1982. Applications will be taken 
between Aug. 15 and Nov. 6. 

The board has also hired three 
consultants to assist them in 
recruiting and ranking candidates 
for superintendent. They are: 
former U.S. District Court Judge 
Robert M. Duncan; Dr. Raphael 
Nystrand, dean of the School of 
Education at the University of 
Louisville, and Dr, Lonnie Wag- 
‘staff, dean of the College of Edu- 
cation at the University of Cincin- 
nati. Nystrand and Wagstaff 
served the same function in the 
hiring of Dr, Hyre in 1982. 

The board is also seeking input 
from the Superintendent's Sound- 
ing Board and the Minority Advi- 
sory Council, two standing citizen 
advisory groups to the school 
district. 


Also involved in the ultimate 
decision-making process of choos- 
ing a new superintendent will be 
any new board members elected 
on November 3. 

“We believe this process will 
enable us to obtain the very best 
person for what we believe is one 
of the important jobs in Central 
Ohio,” Weiler said.

Is Carter victim or culprit 
in contract signing Issue

Following. Ohio State’s intra- 
squad football scrimmage last 
spring, Coach Earle Bruce said the 
team’s offensive players had a lot 
of work ahead of them this 
summer. Now with the recent sus- 
pension of all-American player

Cris Carter, that prediction seems 
all too real. 

Carter, the all-time leading 
receiver at OSU, was declared 
permanently ineligible by Athletic 
Director Rick Bay (July 15) for 
accepting money and signing a 
contract with agents Lloyd Bloom 
and Norby. Walters of World 
Sports and Entertainment Inc.

Carter admitted he signed the 
contract and a $5,000 promissory 
note May 1, 1986, which violated 
NCAA rules regarding his ama- 
teur status. He also received $150 
per month for nearly one year 
after signing the contract. 

His violations surfaced during 
testimony he gave before a federal 
grand jury in Chicago investigat- 
ing the dealings of Walters and 
Bloom. ! 

Carter, a 6°3", 194-pound jun- 
ior, caught an OSU record 69 
passes for 1,127 yards and 11 
touchdowns last season. He also 
holds career records in receptions 
(168) and touchdowns (27). 

His future remains in limbo for 
with his ineligibility Carter must 
now pay his.own college educa- 
tion ‘expenses*and- according to 
National Football League rules is 
not eligible to play in the league 
until his class graduates following 
the 1988-89 season. 

Much has beensaid in regard to 
Carter’s actions and predicament; 
however, there are many in the 
Black community who see Carter 
as more a victim of circumstances 
rather than the culprit. 

Two people who echoed the 
sentiments of many are Michael 
Leverette, president of Academics 
/ Athletes, Inc. and Doug Smith, 
head football coach at East High 
School. 

Leverette, whose organization 
seeks’ to educate athletes for life 
after sports, said that overall Car- 
ter is getting a raw deal. 

He said Carter’s a victim in this 
whole process concerning the 
recruiting of high school, college 
and professional athletes. “There 


are tons of improprieties that go’ 


on in the whole realm,” Leverette 
said. 


“He made a big, big mistake but 
until you get to the root of the 
problem it will just continue,” he 
said. “He has hit the nerve of a bad 
tooth, money.” 

Leverette added Carter has 
been victimized by a system that 
has gone haywire. He said Carter 
deserves to be punished but 
should be given a second chance. 

“Carter signed because he 
thought he could get away with 
it,” Leverett said, “but he is still a 
kid in a man’s body and does not 
have the wisdom.” 

He said*Carter can become a 
better person from his experience 
unlike Len Bias. “This may shake

him back into reality,” he said. 
Coach Doug Smith on the 
otherhand said Carter clearly 
broke NCAA rules and therefore 
the action by OSU was unavoida- 
ble. However, the blame for what 
Smith says can happen to any ath- 
lete, must be shared by many: 


“It’s difficult for any youngster 
to turn down that type of thing,” 
Smith said. “Society puts so much 
pressure on these athletes.” 


“We need to take a good look at 
our college and high school 
athletic programs and sports 
agents. I would like to see a list of 
all the agents who signed athletes 
before they left college but didn't 
get caught,” Smith said. 


“Something has to sacred in this 
society,” he said. 


Smith said high school athletes 
could) easily find his or herself in 
Carter’s position, He added stu- 
dent athletes have to be continu- 
ally educated and stiffer penalties 
enforced for those who violate 
stated rules. 


He cited the cancellation of 
Southern Methodist University’s 
football season as an example. 
“We may have to see more of 
that,” he said. 


Smith said if he were Carter’s 
coach he would advise him to get 
his education. “That is really criti- 
cal,” he said. “You can’t play 
football forever.” 


Coach Smith said he needs to 
let the chips fall with regard to his 
professional career. “I wish him 
well,” he said, “I think he’s a fine 
athlete.”

Black communities urged 
to stand up, be counted

In the Black community, voter 
education, voter registration and 
voter participation must become a 
high priority. When Black citizens 
allow themselves to be compla- 
cent disregarding their responsi- 
bility to vote, they leave them- 
selves at the mercy of others or 
those who choose to participate in 
the political structure, 

History has taught Black Amer- 
icans that Black America cannot 
take anything for granted, Every- 
thing that Black people have 
gained today is a result of the 
blood, sweat and tears of those 
who came before them. 

» Black Americans should never 
forget their heroes like Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., Roy Wilkens, 
Medgar Evers, and others who 
made the sacrifices for fréedom 
and equal opportunity. Black 
Americans must never forget 
where they came from nor where 
they need to go. 

In today’s society, decisions 
that influence economic growth, 
jobs, taxes, and education are 
firmly ingrained in the political 
process, Black communities must 
become actively involved in this 
process because they do have a 
stake in the future of Columbus, 
Ohio. 

In the spring of 1987, 38 percent 
of the registered voters in Frank- 
lir County voted. According to 
some reports, probably 10 percent 
of registered Black voters actually 


went to the polls to vote at that 
time. In October, 1986, there were 
3660 registered voters in Ward #55 
which includes the area south of 
Franklin Park. In Ward No. 7 
(Mt. Vernon Avenue Area), there 
were 5333 registered voters. These 
two predominately Black wards 
totaled 8993 registered voters; 
however, only 5076 voted in the 
November 1986 general election. 
Therefore, approximately 459% 
of the registered votes in these two 
wards decided not to vote. In a 
society where Black people are the 
minority, they can never afford to 
stay home on election day. Black 
people need to develop a sense of 
pride and responsibility in their 
approach to the political process. 
Oct. 5, 1987, is an important 
day in Franklin County. This date 
marks the last day to register for 
the November 1987 general elec- 
tion. Residents of Ohio who have 
not registered to vote may do so 
by contacting the Franklin 
County Board of Elections at 462- 
3100 or the local public library,

NAACP is currently making 
plans to spearhead a voter regis- 
tration drive. 

The NAACP cannot be success- 
ful in this effort without the sup- 
port of every segment of the Black 
community. All Black people 
must now work together for the 
good of all. 

The NAACP challenges Black 
communities to stand up be 
counted by supporting the candi- 
date of their choice in November.

Open shelter 
faces program 
budget crunch 


By JENNIFER E. SMITH 

The Open Shelter, 370 W. State 
St., began laying off some of its 
staff members and shutting off 
areas of the building as of July 15 
because the shelter could not 
come up with the $60,000 goal set 
to keep it running on a full-scale. 

Also, because of the setback in 
service, Kent R. Beittel, executive 
director of the shelter said more 
homeless people may be forced to 
live in cars, under bridges and in 
parks. 

The shelter, a refuge for home- 
less men, closed its doors tempor- 
arily July | because of a lack of 
funds. Since the shelter opened 
Dec. 6, 1983, it has been operating 
24 hours daily, seven days a week. 
Now it is open only from 4:30 p.m. 
until 6;39 a.m. 

The House of Representatives 
passed a bill June 30 to expand 
federal programs to aid the home- 
less. The money will not be avail- 
able until this fall, according to 
Earl Caliver, Columbus Health 
Department alcoholism control 
Supervisor, and board member of 
the shelter. = 

The shelter has raised more
